Some students in high schools and 
colleges seem to thing that Latin is 
entirely unnecessary in school, but if 
they would stop to think a minute, 
they would discover that it is very 
important. 
One reasbn is. that more than half 
of the words in 
the English diction­ 
ary are Latin, and we speak, more 
or less Latin every day. 
Great numbers of pure Latin words 
have been brought into English thru 
the pritings of scholars and every 
new, scientific discovery is marked 
by adding new terms derived from 
Latin. 
Also in learned professions 
such as law, engineering aud medi­ 
cine, a knowledge of Latin is neces­ 
sary for the interpretations of scien­ 
tific and technical terms. 
It is known, too, that the know­ 
ledge of Latin leads to a more exact 
aud effective use of our languarge 
and it is of vital importance gnd of 
great value to anyone preparing for 
a literary or professional career. 
Then, we may say that the study 
of Latin throw’s light upon the struc­ 
ture of language in general, and lays 
a good ^fecundation for all grammat­ 
ical study, 
lf one intends to study 
other languages, lf Latin is studied 
first, the other language will be much 
easier, because a large majority of 
the words are either Latin or taken 
from Latin. 
While the simple and more com­ 
mon words of our language in litera­ 
ture and especially in poetry, words 
of Latin deviation are abundant. 
Finally, it has been proved that 
there is no more effective means of 
strengthening the minds than by the 
earnest pursuit of this language can­ 
ell Latin.
